Coming Next Week - 4 -H Beef. 
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Suddenly It's Another Game 


The ultimate outcome of the Senate in­ 
quiry into stockpiling was foreshadowed last 
January when President Kennedy told a 
news conference he was astonished to find 
the government’s total stockpile amounted 
to $7.7 billion worth of materials, about $3.4 
billion more than the government’s emer­ 
gency requirements. 
Senate investigators will need to pin down 
a stockpiling policy. What began as a na­ 
tional defense measure in 1946 has been 
turned into a price-support program not es­ 
sentially different from the government’s 
accumulation of surplus agricultural com­ 
modities that are not needed and cannot 
be sold lest they depress the market. Agri­ 
cultural surpluses are a scandal but stock­ 
piling is still regarded as a sound defense 
policy. 
The recent exchange of unpleasantry be­ 
tween Sen. Stuart Symington, the Missouri 
Democrat who heads the investigating sub­ 
committee, and George M. Humphrey, hon­ 
orary chairman of the M. A. Hanna Co. and 
former secretary of the treasury in 
the 


Eisenhower administration, 
pointed up 
a 
possibility of serious friction in the stock­ 
piling investigation. 


When the government made its contracts 
with suppliers it was interested only in get­ 
ting supplies they were able to provide. 
That was the motive for its contract with 
the Hanna Co. The government had a choice 
between underwriting a crash program of 
nickel production and making an agreement 
with the company that controlled the only 
domestic supply of nickel. 


In pursuance of a policy designed to give 
it what it needed and wanted on terms that 
would give a supplier a strong profit incen­ 
tive, the government made an agreement 
that has been kept to the letter. 


But suddnly the supplier learns that the 
rules of the game have changed and he is 


being held up to public view as an alleged 
malefactor who has taken too much profit, 
though no one ever said what too much 
profit would be, just as no one said what 
too large a stockpile would be. 


Nixon Learned a Lesson 


Californians are 
having 
the 
benefit 
of 
another go-around on the merits of televi­ 
sion "debating,” a subject that still must 
make R;chard Nixon wince when he thinks 
about it. His California opponent in the race 
for governor, Edmund G. Brown, now oc­ 
cupying the office and running for re-elec­ 
tion. is being as wary about accepting an 
invitation to go on television as Mr. Nixon 
would be if he had a second chance to 
make his 1960 decision to “debate” John 
F 
Kennedy. 
Gov. Brown knows what Vice President 
Nixon found out in I960 — that the man 
who already is on the scene is likely to 
have the scene stolen from him by the 
challenger. Everybody knows him; he is the 
governor. They know what he looks like 
and sounds like. They know how he thinks. 
The former vice president of the United 
States has been away from California a 
long time. H;s attemot to get back into the 
political running makes him a challenger, 
an outsider. Californians are curious about 
him. They want to know more. As for Gov. 
Brown, they know everything there is to 
know.

Communist party now plans to go 
underground so it can continue its 
infiltration of government depart­ 
ments, key public utilities and our 
strategic military air and naval 
bases. For several reasons this 
subversion now will be doubly 
difficult. 


In

the Communists 
have used 
strategic unions as 
their fronts. Now Prime Minister 


Ikeda has appointed a gentle but

of labor. He is Takeo Ohashi. 
Some time ago he was attorney 
general of Japan. It was he who 
purged the Japanese labor move­ 
ment of some 15,000 Communist 
officials.

He even insisted we be photo­ 
graphed under it while he ex­ 
plained the painting to me.

What is vastly ;mportant to us 
in the United States is the break 
between the Sino-Soviet hucksters 
and the left-wing labor federa­ 
tion of four million workers called 
Sohyo. 
I had not expected this. But I 
found it so when I went up to 
Sohyo headquarters to have a go 
at Japan’s toughest labor leader, 
Sohyo’s secretary general, Akira 
Iwai.

He was not antagonistic, as he 
had been some months back with 


Bob Kennedy. He laughed aloud. 
“ You won’t find that gain 
this 
year in our new working docu­ 
ments,” 
Iwai 
asserted. 
“W ere 
dropping 
the 
word 
American 
from in front of imperialism.” 
1 asked what he had against 
democratic capitalism. 


If he became prime minister 
would he not want our invest­ 
ments? He roared with laughter. 
He had not a dog’s chance of be­ 
coming the prime minister, he re­ 
torted, but if he did he would 
certainly encourage investments 
if the American money did not 
come with strings attached and in 
an effort to control Japan. For a 
Marxist Socialist, that is a con­ 
cession. 
Furthermore, he supported the 
dispatch of some 
80 
Japanese 
labor leaders to study in the Unit­ 
ed States. This never could have 
happened a few years ago. 
As for the Communist party, he 
had nothing but contempt for it 
and said that it was Sohyo’s po­ 
litical strength which held back 
the Sino-Soviet fronts in Japan — 
and influence in the Diet. 


Why is the Communist party 
and the Sino-Sviet image fading? 
For four reasons: 


BECAUSE of the utter dsil- 
lusionment over the agricultural 
and industrial failure of Peiping’s 
commune system. 


Because of the revulsion against 
the 1960 anti-American riots. 
Because of the great Japanese 
prosperity, which increased wages 
over 11 per cent in 1961. 
And because of the failure of a 
long miners’ strike a while back, 
which showed the futility of vio­ 
lent action. 


It’s good to report we’re win­ 
ning some place. Especially if 
that place is the land of an ally 
which permits us to have 60,000 
U.S. troops stationed in 261 bases 
for swift retaliation if ever the 
free world is attacked.

Dubinsky Denies Union Racial Discrimination

Every now and then in the field 
of public controversy, someone 
has the temerity to utter a piece 
of simple wisdom and everybody 
wonders w h y 
it hasn’t been 
s a i d 
before. 
An 
example 
is 
the 
recent 
xitburst of 
in- 
d i g n ation by 
David D u b in­ 
sky, 
president 
of the Intema- 
ional 
Ladies 
Garment Work- David Lawrence 
ers Union, who was testifying the 
other day before a subcommittee 
of the House of Representatives 
in answer to what he considered 
were trumped-up charges of “ra­ 
cial discrimination” 
inside 
his 
union. He said: 
“I’ll be damned if I will sup 
port the idea of the professional 
Negro, the professional Jew, the 
professional Italian that a man 
should be a union officer because 
of his race, color or creed. He 
should be an officer on his merits, 
ability, character." 
This piece of advice might well 
be given consideration by those 
high officials here and members 
of Congress who sometimes deal 
with appointments to office in 
ways that they believe will ob­ 
tain them the votes of minority 
groups. 
David Dubinsky is, moreover, a 
liberal in every 
sense 
of 
the 
word. He is vice chairman of the 
Liberal party in New York State 
and is known as “the patriarch of 
a dozen liberal causes.” 
Mr. D u b i n s k i unhesitatingly 
points out that the political motive 
can be pushed too far. He re­ 
ferred to a 14 page statement sub­ 
mitted to the subcommittee by 
Herbert Hill, labor secretary of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
Mr. Hill happens also to be a 
paid staff member of the sub­ 
committee, and in his statement 
he charged the garm ent workers 
union with being guilty of "de- 
facto discrimination” a g a i n s t 
Negros and Puerto Ricans. 
Mr. Dubinsky called the state­ 
ment "untruthful and irresponsi­ 
ble," as he cried out: 
"There is no discrimination in 
membership, initiation fees, dues, 
wages. There is no Class A mem­ 
bership, no Class B membership. 
Our members eat toget her,meet 
together, dance 
together, 
cele­ 
brate together, 
and 
fight 
to­ 
gether. . . . 
Eight per cent of our mem­ 
bers are women, but we have 
only one woman vice president. 
Can we be charged with discrim­ 
inating against women? No!” 
Mr. Dubinsky 
explained 
that 
most of the women members are 
married and want to be at home 
with their families, while men 
are willing to work long hours in 
union activity. 
He said that, in the case of 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans, the 
reason they have not yet risen 
to the top is that they are only 
slowly acquiring the experience

came president of the union not 
because I am Jewish, but be­ 
cause my fellow man thought I 
was capable. Show me acolored 
or a Puerto Rican or Italian who 
is capable and I’ll make him a 
business agent or a vice presi­ 
dent. And I’ll spend half of my 
time giving him a position or a 
promotion.” 
The 
white-haired 
veteran 
of 
many long years at the head of 
an influential labor union dared 
to speak out forthrightly because 
his record has been one of liber­ 
alism, but anyone from the con­ 
servative side making such state­ 
ments would have been roundly 
denounced as an "extrem ist” or 
as defying the Supreme Court’s 
decisions and the phrase in the 
declaration of Independence that 
“all men are created equal.” 
Mr. Dubinsky had the courage 
to point out that, in business, ef­ 
ficiency does count for a great 
deal and that this is a lesson the 
people 
in 
public 
life 
tend to 
ignore. 
Thus, when Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice Frank Murphy died in 1949, 
President Truman told friends he 
didn’t see why the vacancy should 
go to a Catholic when he had 
somebody else in mind who was 
capable and didn’t happen to be 
of that faith. 
When P r e s i d ent Eisenhower 
came into office, his political ad­ 
visers promptly urged him to ap­ 
point a Catholic to the high court. 
He appointed William J. Brennan, 
Jr.. of New Jersey, long experi­ 
enced on 
that 
state’s 
highest 
court. But Justice Brennan sub­ 
sequently voted against what he 
deemed an unconstitutional action 
in the so-called "school prayer” 
case notwithstanding the fact that 
some prominent members of the 
Catholic 
hierarchy 
have 
con­ 
demned that decision vigorously. 


The politicians have, however, 
established the fetish that all re­ 
ligions have to be represented on 
the Supreme Court. Superficially, 
it’s a logical claim. Actually, this 
viewpoint impugns the integrity 
of the members of the highest 
court in the land by assuming 
that, if cases come up which in­ 
volve their own respective relig­ 
ious beliefs, they will allow their 
sense of justice in interpreting the 
Constitution to be brushed aside 
as they accept instead pleas from 
members of their faith. 
Maybe someday someone will 
rise and say in Congress or even 
at the White House that “religious 
and 
r a c i a l discrimination” 
shouldn’t be made the football of 
politics and that private organiza­ 
tions should feel free to select 
whomever they please for officer 
positions without 
finding them­ 
selves investigated 
by congres­ 
sional committees at the behest 
of pressure groups. 
Silent Partner

LISBON — Spain is more and 
more a silent partner in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organizaton, as 
just - concluded NATO naval m a­ 
neuvers demonstrated once again. 
The exercises, which included 
the 
American 
nuclear 
carrier 
U.S.S. Enterprise and 37 other 
warships of the American, British, 
and French navies, took place last 
week a couple of hundred miles 
off the Portuguese coast. 
Aircraft, carrying mock atomic 
bombs, made simulated attacks 
from this NATO striking force 
against targets in Portugal and 
Spain. The fact that Spain was 
participating in the NATO opera- 
ton, called Riptide III—if only as 
a target—was a closely-guarded 
secret. 


It is not the only favor done for 
NATO by Spain, which makes no 
secret of its desire to belong to 
NATO. Indeed, Spain would like 
to be accepted back into the fam­ 
ily of Western nations on virtual­ 
ly every level. Particularly, Spain 
wants to join the Common Mar­ 
ket and to be integrated, once 
and for all, with Europe, so as to 
be in good standing if and when 
the day arrives that Europe be­ 
comes federated as practically a 
single nation. 


However, Spain’s ambitions are 
blocked for at least three major 
reasons. 
Under 
Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco, Spain is a dic­ 
tatorship, and the West official­ 
ly frowns on dictatorships, al­ 
though this does not bar Portugal, 
ruled by the bookkeeper-dictator, 
Antonio de Oliveria Salazar, from 
NATO. Also, Spain collaborated 
with Hitler in World War II. And 
finally, the wounds of the bitter 
Spanish 
Civil 
War of the late 
1930s have not yet healed. 


As an earnest ally, and be­ 
cause it helps the Spanish econ­ 
omy, Spain has provided bases 
for American bombers, for al­ 
most a decade. These Strategic 
Air Command jet aircraft can take 


off from Spam and bomb the So­ 
viet Union. 
More recently, Spain has agreed 
in principle to allow the use of 


the port of Rota near Cadiz, as 
an anchorage for a floating tender 
for America’s Polaris missile-fir­ 
ing submarines. This base, which 
will be similar to the one already 
in 
operation at 
Holy Loch 
in 
Scotland, also will be defending 
NATO although, technically, it will 
be strictly American.

on’s makeup, Kennedy’s lack of 
it, whether one of them looked 
more tired than the other and 
some of the issues they talked 
about. 
In time candidates for office In 
every election all over America 
no doubt will be appearing singly 
or in paired debates to do explain­ 
ing. 
Because this will be a new ex­ 
perience in politics—since the can­ 
didates can’t tell who’s watching 
them or what the reaction is— 
the candidates will probably in 
the beginning try to keep their 
discussions on a calm and even 
elevated plateau. 
The novelty of this for many 
politicians should wear off soon, 
thus enabling them to fall back 
like some of their political ances­ 
tors on their primal instincts and 
go after each other in full view 
of thousands or millions like a 
pair of alley cats. 
If there is such a return to a 
primitive condition, its effect on 
the Amercan voters should be 
fairly well determined within a 
few years after counting the re­ 
turns at the polls on the evening 
of election day.

Tuesday the chairmen of the 
Democratic and Republican na­ 
tional committees performed the 
customary election year ritual of 
signing a code of fair practices 
for this year’s congressional and 
state campaigns. 
This code is signed under the 


auspices of the Fair Campaign 
Practices Commttee Inc., headed 
by Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati. 
The signers were Chairman John 
M. Bailey for the Democrats and 
Chairman William E. Miller for 
the Republicans. 
It can be assumed that if it 
were accepted practice for politi­ 
cal candidates never to practice 
anything but fair practices, the 
two party chairmen would never 
have to sign a code pledging the 
two parties to fairness. 
Taft said his committee has al­ 
ready received reports from 15 
states indicating that smear at­ 
tempts may be made in them. He 
said the greatest number expected
